needed to elect. 


The five doubtful states with 
their electoral votes are: Califor- 
nia, 18; Minnosota, 12; New Mex- 
ico, 8;. North Dakota, 5; New 
Hampshire, 4. 


New Hampshire to Wilson. 
The 
sudden 
switch 
of 
Ne\v 
Hampshire from a small Hughes 
plurality to 08 votes for President 
Wilson was the dramatic change in 
the situation this forenoon. 
li 
came in an announcement from the 
secretary of state that a partial of- 
ficial count of the districts dis- 
closed errors in tabulation by town 
and ward clerks to that extent. 
The official count is still progress- 
ing. 


In Minnesota and New Mexico 
the incomplete returns show Mr. 
Hughes to have the lead while in 
California and North Dakota Mr. 
Wilson, is leading. 


The returns from doubtful west- 
ern states are belated and not ex- 
pected to be available before a 
late hour tonight. 


The Early Total. 
Althougli still so close that the result 
could not be regarded as assured, indica- 
tive overnight returns seemed to dispose 
of previously doubtful states by placing 
West 
Virginia's 
eiglit 
votes 
in 
the 
Hughes colunm and giving the four votes 
of Idaho and seven from Washington to 
President 
Wilson. 
Tlie 
Hughes 
total 
thus became 247 and the Wilson total 
251 with 266 necessary to elect. 


After so disposing of these previously 
doubtful states, with the returns still in- 
complete, the situation appeared to be as 
follows: 
President Wilson can win with 
either California or Minnesota but in ad- 
dition must get either North Dakota or 
New Mexico. 


Mr. Hughes to win must have both 
California and Minnesota, or either one 
and in addition both North Dakota and 
New Mexico. 


California and Minnesota. 
In California President Wilson had a 
lead of nearly 5,000 with one-tenth of 
the state's- precincts missing. Of the 570 
missing 143 are in the republican strong- 
hold and the others nrc m northern dis- 
tricts where the president's vote has been 
heavy. 
Both party managers claim the 
'state. 


In Minnesota the dramatic race of all 
was being run hour by hour. During yes- 
terday President Wilson's lead of 10,000 
elowly melted down before the Hughes 
tote from the rural districts, until it was 
wiped out. 
Then the Wilson votes be- 
gan coming in again only to be off set by 
a Hughes burst and so the contest whip- 
Bawed all night with first one ahead and 
then the other. 
Early this morning with 
ibout 500 precincts unreported 
Hughes 
was ahead with less than 1,000.

New York, Nov. 9.—Returns on the 
election for members of congress up to 
1 o'clock showed 212 democrats and 203 
republicans elected 
with 
sixteen dis- 
tricts not yet accounted for. 


Seven of these sixteen districts ar« 
democartic in the present congress and 
nine are republican.

Oklahoma Divorce Trial is 
Stopped on Minister's 
Testimony. 


Tulsa, Okla., Nov. 10.—Trial here or 
the divorce suit of William T. Pahmeyer, 
against Mrs. Eva Mane Fisher Bowman, 
ended abruptly, when 
Judge 
M. A. 
Breckenridge decided Mrs. Bowman was 
not the woman who had figured in the 
wedding with Pahlmeyer at Fort Smith, 
Ark., July 28, 1915. 


Several witnesses had 
been 
heard, 
when Edgar M. Willcox took the stand 
and testified, when asked if Mrs. Bow- 
man was the bride: "As far as a human 
being is able to say, I will sa^ she most 
certainly is not." 


There was some cross-questioning and 
then the judge stopped the case. 
Mrs. 
Bowman's attorneys say they will con- 
tinue search for the woman married un- 
^der her name and learn, if possible, the 
motive for it. 
They hint at charges to 
follow. 
The records in the Fort Smith 
license office are complete and convinc- 
ing. 


Pahmeyer had been a rodmer in the 
home of Mrs. Bowman and she said he 
had more than once asked her to be- 
come his wife^ even threatening to end 
his life if she refused. 


Pahmeyer testified they were mar- 
ried at Fort Smith and had lived here 
as man and wife from July 28, 1915, 
to Feb. 2,. 1916. 


H« atateU 
sought lenl iq^aration- 


because she had treated him criiellj', 
calling him a liar, had "cussed" him and 
threatened to "blow a hole through hiatt/ 
He was supported in his claim by sev- 
eral relatives, all residents of Coweta, 
but some of whom had visited Pahmey- 
er at the Bowman home. 


Mrs. Bowman and her son testified in 
refutation of the alleged relations be- 
tween her and Pahmeyer, and then ca.mo 
Rev. Wilcox. He testified he first saw 
Pahmeyer July 28 of last year, when 
he appeared at the rectory with a wom- 
an whom he introduced as Mrs. Bowman. 
As shown by his records, made at once 
after the ceremony, the woman stated 
she had been married before, but Pah- 
meyer said he had not. Describing the 
bride, the witness said she was about 
five feet five inches, with a round face, 
in which was some color, and that her 
eyes were brown. 
"I was attracted par- 
ticularly by the prominence of two gold 
teeth, which gleamed when she smilci^' 
Then he stated positively Mrs. Bowman 
was not the woman. 


In cross-examination, 
Rev. 
Wilcox 
testified the date of the wedding, asido 
from his record, was fixed in his mind 
by the fact that witnesses of the cere- 
mony had referred to the bridegroom as 
"the German spy." 
He also stated he 
was impressed by the fact that the wo 
man appeared to be of an inferior station 
in life, which caused him to entertain 
some doubt as to the propriety of the 
marriage. 
Asked for a minute descrip- 
tion of the bride, he, replied: 


"If you will excuse me for being per- 
sonal, I would say tha,t she looked to 
me like a woman who needed to be'more 
tightly corseted ,to have an attractive 
waist line. 
He added she appeared to 
be one who had the look W having, travt 
eled around the world some. 


"Do you see a.ny one in the court- 
room who looke like the woman Pah- 
meyer married?" the attorney for ' tha 
defense asked.

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The Allen County Upheaval 


Summed up briefly, what Allen county democracy got at the 
élection on Tuesday was one tremendous drubbing. There can be no 
gainsaying that. "^Vith the single exception of County Treasurer Wil- 
liam F. Ranke, the democratic county nominees went down in defeat 
so overwhelmingly that there is occasion for neither argument nor 
explanation. Analysis of the causes which brought it about and de- 
ductions from the figures that tell the towering story of republican 
victory in Allen county might be interesting enough, but their value 
would be questionable. It was simply a licking—a sound one, and 
well nigh complete. 


Some miglrtj'- good men went down in the landslide, too—which is 
usually the case. Political fortune is at best fickle and uncertain, and 
that fact was never more clearly emphasized than in this instance in 
which the engulfment was not only more complete than the most 
¡doubting democrat had believed possible, and the victory more gigan- 
tic than that for which the most optimistic republican had dared to 
hope. It is revealing no state secret to say that democratic county lead- 
ers recognized that defections existed in Allen county ; that conditions 
for which they were in no wise responsible were contributing to 
the gathering of a cloud v/hich presaged something of a storm. But 
they were looking for nothing like either a hurricane or a deluge. 
[What actually arrived was a plenty of both. 


Yet we think Allen county democracy, with the long string of vic- 
tories with which it has been favored in the past, will be sane enough 
and philosophical enough to accept the result without bitterness and 
without acrimony. 
So long a good winner it should be no less a 
good loser when the tide of political fortune turns against it. The 
outcome of Tuesday 's election does not mean that Allen county has 
ceased to be democratic. No such terrific reversal of form can be 
permanent. It was the product of a temporary situation, and po- 
litical equilibrium is certain to again be restored. We trust those who 
may be disposed to take too seriously to heart the fate that has for 
the moment befallen Allen county democracy will hunt up and look 
long and steadily at a placard once much in vogue and still to be seen 
'iccasionally. It reads: " Smile, dum ye ! smile!" 


The West Has Its Say 


And all this presidential situation must be tremendously shock- 
ing to the east, which for a good many years 'has perhaps had an 
exaggerated conception of its own importance in deciding things na- 
tionally political. From^time immemorial we have been accustomed to 
take a look at New York and then concede that the thing was over. 
That is precisely what happened Tuesday night. The big metropol- 
itan newspapers, including, even, those which had steadfastly sup- 
ported the president in the campaign, conceded the election of Mr. 
Elughes as soon as the east had spoken. That, in their ofinion, was 
all there was to it. 


But strange things were happening. Western states, which had 
been'regarded as interesting, perhaps, but not highly important, be- 
gan to kick over the traces. They insisted upon having a say as to 
things. Little by little the east began to realize as it footed up its 
figui'es that it could not produce a satisfactory total to give anybody 
the victory without those electoral votes from the west. Pacific coast 
itates and middle west states began to take on an importance hither- 
to unknown in the east's presidential calculations. And they were 
perverse. They refused to run true to form or to verify pre-election 
predictions. - They kept the east hopping about on a^ hot skillet, racked 
.with nervoTjs excitement and giving vent to its feelings in vigorous 
expletives. When it is finally decided, it will be discovered that the 
.United States is not now taking its political cue from the east. The 
^cst has come into its own. 


TLe Indiana Society of Washing is going to reproduce the state 
-jonstitutional convention of 1816 at one of its social functions soon. 
They wll doubtless be considerate enough to conceal the fact that 
Nut onpe since that time—and that more than fifty years ago—^has In- 
diatia attempted to improve on its work of 1806. We are still endeav- 
oring to get along on a constitution that isn't a great deal more mod- 
ern than the one evolved under that historic elm by the fathers one 
hundred years ago.

among those who have not comprehended 
the spirit of Americanism and who are 
not loyal to the highest and best our gov- 
ernment represents. 


There is no nation in Europe which 
does not possess representatives enough 
in this country to make it certain that in 
case of war every city and state could 
be honeycombed with its spies. 


So long as our political parties upon 
occasion wink at the purchase and ma- 
nipulation of votes, there will be many 
men, both foreign and native-bom, who 
will welcome bribery. 


Where then is our protection? 
Shall 
we find it in air craft and submarines? 
Since we live in barbaric times, such 
forms of preparedness as barbarians can 
understand are. uhdoubtedly necessary, 
but if we make this kind of preparation 
only, we shall fail. 


There are two other preparations which 
must be made if America is to establish 
the kind of^ defense which will defend. 


One will place the ballot in the hands 
of women and thus make them respons- 
ible citizens. They, and they alone, can 
train in the souls of the young of our 
country the kind of patriotism and honor 
that will guard our nation in time of 
peril. 


The other line of safety lies in a bold, 
well-defined, courageous campaign 
for 
world peace, led by our nation, while yet 
there is time.

New York, Nov. 9.—Plans for the ob- 
servance of National Med^^ Examina- 
tion day on I>ecember 6 were announced 
today by the National Association for 
the Study and Plrevention of Tubercu- 
losis. 


The 
National asgociatihn, together 
with other organizations, is advocating 
an annual medical exanünation for every 
eraon sick or well, and December 6 has 
een set aside ag 'one of the feature 
days of Tuberculosis week, December 3 
to 10. 
Anti-tuberculoais ass^ciatitms, 
state and local boards of health, -worn, 
en's clubs and other societies are co-op- 
erating to interest everyone possible in 
the subject of at least one medical ex- 
amination a year, preferably on this spe- 
cial day. 
Physicians will make special 
arrangements to devote December 6 to 
medical examinations, and clinics and 
dispensaries %vill prepare to receive 
those who cannot afford to pay a phy- 
sician. 


Some of the reasons why the human 
machine should be inspected at least an- 
nually, as given in a free pamphlet on 
"Periodic Medical Examinations," issued 
by the A^ational association are these: 


The physically perfect man is almost 
impossible to 
find. 
Almost everyone 
who has reached the age of 30 has som» 
impairment or defect of his body. Out 
of 2,000 men and women examined, 70 
per cent, were found to have impair- 
ments of a more or less serious nature, 
while all of the remaining 30 per cent, 
had some defects of a minor character. 


Out of the thousands who have been 
examined and found to be impaired, only 
10 per cent, imagined there was any- 
thing wrong,with them; the remaining 
90 per cent, supposed' themselves "per- 
fectly well." Iblany little defects or im- 
pairmgntg may be found which, if al- 
lowed to continue without treatment, 
may result in serious and perhaps fatal 
illness, such as Bright'» disease, tuber 
culosis, etc. 


A thorough physical examination is

New York, Nov. 9.—Is the vendetta, 
that red-running weapon of revenge tha/t 
generations of passionate Corsicans have

One firm in 
Muehlheim-on-the-Main. 
the owner of which 
is 
a 
resident oi 
Frankfort, has pursued the plan so sua» 
cessfully that he is 
alleged 
to 
havt 
cheated the government legally out of 
between two and three million 
marki 
since the beginning of the war. 


To prevent him from further evading 
taxes the mayor of MuehlUeim has pe- 
titioned the Hessian legislative to enact 
some emergency legislation which shall 
prevent him 
from again altering 
^ha 
character of his business and escaping 
once more with his war profits intact. 


The man in question owns a 
plant 
that originally made steel screws, and 
that Avith the beginninfr of the war wa.i 
commissioned by the government to re- 
pair broken parts of gims and cannon. 
At the end of June, 1915, the firm, then 
a corporation, had made a net profit of 
three and a half million marks. 


On the basis of these profits, the firm 
was assessed for a total of 
337,000 
marks on its prospectivo business be- 
tween April 1, and March 31. 1917. To 
evade this payment, the proprietor liqui- 
dated his business, had himself appoint- 
ed as receiver—and blossomed out »¡j a 
partnership. 
By the time the authori- 
ties discovered this, and also found that 
the old firm against which prospective 
taxes had been assessed was no longer 
existent, the profits had increased, 
it 
is estimated, to something like eight or 
ten million marks. Now there is in pros- 
pect the possibility that the partnership 
will be dissolved in a timely way so 
that again there will be no firm to levy 
against. 


In his petition to the Hessian legis- 
lature the mayor of Muehlhcim bitterly 
condemns the practice of a successful 
business firm of dodging taxes at a tima 
when they are so necessary, and at a

train doffs is to' begin when the animal is very 
young; in fact, to commence when the puppy 
h.^s scarcely opened its eyes to this big world. 
The formula is to take " d o g g y into the home 
«ind treat this friend of man just like a child 


Then the pup will take up human 
fnetlnct«. 
learn to love children, learn to love and respect 
Its master and grow up with the members of 
the family. 


To properly train a dog, never scold it; treat 
It kindly; never strike it with anything. 
A dog 
Is more easily trained than is a child, if treat- 
ed rightly. 
Although a young dog cannot be 
taught to talk, yet It Is a fact that a dog's 
understanding or Instinct Is quicker and more 
•UBceptible than that of a child. If the task of 
training 
the dog is begun when It Is 
quite 
roung.

» p H E young pup should be fed on a bottle un- 
^ 
tll he has reached the proper age to eat 
mora substantial food. 
Of course, he later on 
must have bones to gnaw. 
A dog should be fed 
only once a day, some say. and that regularly. 
A dog can be taught to be regular and clean In 
Its habits; 
in fact, 
there 
are many 
trained 
dogs which have more self-respect 
and 
are 
cleaner than some humans are. 


The care of a dog is something that requires 
much patience and long euffering. 
The young 
Sog should be fed in the morning, should have 
plenty of fresh water 
to 
drink, 
should be 
bathed 
regularly, 
should have a 
comfortable 
place to sleep during all seasons of the year. 
The dog must be watched closely until Its hab- 
its around the house become like cloclcwork. 
Give the dog a square meal daily, be careful In 
, selecting its food, in order to keep the animal's 
' energy in good condition. 


Example and kindness in training a dog are 
m u c h more- successful and forcible than pre- 
cept. 
If a man whips a dog, it will whimper 
and crouch or crawl to Its master. 
If the owner 


turned from Kansas City to Joplin about 1 a. m., 
and chanced to go down to his plant. 


Frank 
Avas there 
and 
was running 
wildly 
about, first ir front of the building, then back 
to the alli»y. barking and scratching. 
Hicks 
followed the dog and discovered a fire which 
liail been sterted In the back end of the plant 
in the alley. 


Frequently Guarded Money. 


H 
ICKS frequently would place his day's re- 
ceipts, several hundred dollars, in a sack 
on Frank's ted and he would lay his head on 
the sack, gvardrng it safely until daylight 


Frank, often watching his master count coins, 
learned to JOV^ money. 
He would nose around 
end muss ever a stack of coins, pick them up in 
his laouth, jjf-w around over them and stack the 
coins up. 
He would go with his master to col- 
lect bills, would watch a customer, until he be- 
gan to write a check, then punch his master 
with his nose, AS i. to say "Come on, we've got 
the money; it's time to travel." 


He alwaj-s longed for his bath, would go and 
get his towel in his xroi.lh and come back to 
his master. 
He fief)ucnr,j 
carried 
message« 
an.i his master's lunch frcm home to the offlce^ 


will treat the dog kindly, it will respect him. 
love him and have confidence in him. 
No mat- 
ter how many persons there are around the 
bouse, and while the dog will love and become 
attached to children, it will be faithful to only 
one master, and will stick by this master until 
death. 
The dog can tell from the tone of his 
master's voice whether the master is angry or 
not.

I 
N training a dog, begin with some 
simple 
thing, such as a rubber ball and string sus- 
pended from the celling. 
Push the ball back 
and forth with the hand, then take the dog by 
the paw -ind tell it to push the ball. 
Strike the 
ball with the hand several times, then 
snap 
the fingers, talk softly, but firmly, to the dog, 
showing it how to strike the ball. 


L.et the ball be suspended about 18 Inches 
from the floor, or just high enough so that the 
dog by standing on its tiptoes can strike the 
ball. 
In this manner, a dog can soon be trained 
to "box" the ball. 
If the dog gets stubborn or 
surly, pet him, take him by the nose and talk 
kindly to him. 
He will soon have confidence In 
his master. 
Never let the dog do one thing un- 
til he is fatigued or tires of it. 


Another very simple beginner's trick for the 
dog Is to roll a rubber ball on the floor, the 
master then running and picking up the ball. In 
a short time the dog will be doing this. 
Then 
follow by throwing a ball or stick, then call to 
the dog, point to the ball or stick, tell the dog 
to go get it. 
The dog will soon learn to go get 
tlic objcct and return it to the master. 


Next begin to teach the dog 
the 
ladder- 
climbing and hlgh-divlng stunt In this manner: 


oet a small ladder, say about 5 feet hiyh; 
secure it 
firmly. 
Have the dog sit down by the 
foot 
of 
the 
ladder. 
Tho 
master 
begins 
by 
climbing the ladder, a few steps a t first, then 
mount to the top and jump down on something 
soft.. 
Then lead the dog up the ladder, a few 
steps, pet the dog, pat it on the head, 
talk 
kindly to it, tell it there is no danger; then by 
coaxing, get it to the top of the ladder; then 
keep petting it. 
Instill confidence into the dog. 
then call to it to jump; if necessary, providing 
a sheet or net for it to Jump on. 
Perseverance 
is what counts here. 


Proceed along this line, by easy stages, and as 
soon aa the dog begins to get confidence Ip It- 
self and Its master, substitute a longer ladder, 
and, by perseverance, the dog will be climbing 
a 30-foot ladder and diving Into a net or tank 
of water. 
If the dog Is trained along this line 
properly. It will jump at the call of Its master, 
but will pay no attention to any one else. 
It 
takes time to develop a dog to perform the div- 
ing stunt. 


The dog will have confidence to jump quicker 
if the master will Instruct the dog by holding 
out the arms and urging and coaxing it to jump 
into its master's arms. 
A very good time to 
teach a dog liie h'gb-diving trick 
is In the 


second or third year. 
•

Biding a Barrel. 


A 
DOG can^^ be taught to climb all over Its 
master very easily. 
The master doubles 
himself up, places the dog on top of him. then 
slowly turns over and gets up, giving the dog 
plenty of time to climb around and maintain 
its equilibrium. 


Similarly, a dog can be taught to roll and 
ride a barrel and walk through an empty bar- 
rel!, Jump through hoops and skip the rope. 


The whole secret Is to take the^'dog right from 
its mother and bring him up in the home. 
In 
time, it will bo found that there is hardly, a 
word spoken, or an action performed in tho 
home but what the dog- understands. 
tljis 
manner, a dog can be taught to smoke a pipe, 
sit up at tho table, with a napkin about Its 
neck, and point to the food It wants. 


A dog can be educated to do any number of 
things almost, to run errands, to stand guard 
over the home, shop or office and notify its mas- 
ter in case of burglars or fires; in fact, to act 
almost human.

Gold-Tooth Dog Famous. 


A 
N excellent illustration of this way of train- 
ing a dog by beginning when It Is very 
young 
is found in the life of Frank, a highly 
ed.jcated dog, which was owned by Lindsey Q. 
Hicks, a former Joplin, Mo., newspaper pub- 
lisher, operating the Times of that city, now a 
motion-picture owner and publisher of Wichita, 
Kan. 
His dog was a cross between a fox ter- 
rier and-a pug. 


Hicks got this dog when ,It was only 3 days 
old, before it had its eyes open, obtaining It 
fi'om Its owner In Joplin. 


The dog lived with Hicks In and around Jop- 
lin aboui. seven years, he taking the dog to 
Wichita when he went there in 1912. 
A few 
days ago. as Mr." Hicks' wife and Frank were 
starting for home, and while waiting for a street 
car in Wichita, Kan., a woman, driving an auto 
at the rate of about thirty miles an hour, ran 
over Frank. 
The Intelligent pet was 
struck 
about 6 p. m. and died at 9 p. m. in Its master's 
arms. 
A reward of |500 has been offered, states 
Hicks, for the apprehension of the woman who 
killed this dog. 
In the excitement and confu- 
sion, no one of the severj.1 witnesses obtained 
tho number of the auto. 


Hicks taught Frank to "box" a ball, dive oft a 
30-foot ladder Into a tank of water, climb over 
Its master, do a stunt with performing bears, 
carry messages and do many other things. 


One of Frank's best tricks was his smoking 
stunt. 
Putting his little paw in his miMter's 
hand, Frank would walk down the street with a 
smoking pipe In his mouth. 
He would strut 


along like a little boy. 
.

Dined at Hotels. 


H 
ICKS took Frank on several trips over the 
country. 
Frank has dined at some of the 
leading hotels In Kansas City, Joplin, 
Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; New York and other cities. 
Ho 


would sit up in a high chair at the table, and, 
with a napkin around his neck, would eat from 
his plate. 
His master would cut the meat with 
knife and fork and Frank would eat like an epi- 
cure. 


He was a dead game sport. 
If his master 
was flush, Frank would eat squab on toast, por- 
terhouse steak, and drink champagne or mint 
juleps. 
Or, If his master was hard up Frank 
would 
eat 
hamburger 
or 
a 
soft-boiled 
egg. 
Frank always Insisted on his cup of black coffee 
the first thing In the morning. 
This dog* would 
go shopping with his master, who would ask 
tho dog what he wished to eat, whether liver, 
steak or fish. 


Frank would trot up to the meat displays, 
raise his front feet against the counter, point 
a.id bark at the kind of meat he wished. 
He 
was trained so that he would go to an office 
bui.'dlng, scratch on the elevator door, get in the 
elevator, and when he got to the proper floor 
woul5 bark and tap on the door. 
Indicating 
where he wanted off. 


When a member of the family bought any- 
thing,^ regardless of what it was, Frank was 
always Irterested and would whine and bark 
and look Interestingly and not be satisfied un- 
til it was explained to him what the package 
containeo or what the article was for. 


About-6:30 p. m. Thanksgiving Day in 1907, 
Frank soved the newspaper and Job printing 
plant of the Joplin Times, said to be valued at 
ti>,oao, from deftructlon by 
fire. 
While Hicks 
was standing in front of the Clarketon Hotel on 
Main strieet. Frank came rushing up the street, 
barking and snapping. 
He would run up to his 
rhaster, grasp his trouser leg by his teeth, then 
i:un down the street. 
In the meantime, some- 
one noiiclng Frank's 
actions, and 
surmising 
that the dog knew of a fire, tutned In an alarm. 


Preiieutly Frank 
saw the Fire 
Department 
coming, nnif ran ahead to the fire as a guide. 
A year or two before that, Frank had saved tho 
Joplin Times plant from 
fire. 
I^Icks had re- 


twenty-four blocks; would scratch on the offlc« 
door and bark and would rever get lost. 
If hi« 
master was ill, Frank woald lie near the bed, 
and in the night would get. up and tap his mas- 
ter on the cheek, 
and, if Hicks roused \X9, 
Fran.c would He down agai«i. 


Hicks had a .^poclaliy n-fde grip for Frank 
to travel in, and would takt» him in the Pull- 
man. 
If Frank heard any one coming, for In- 
stancï the conducto.'. the dog would 
"duck" 
uiider tho bed. 
The trainmen soon learned to 
like Frank. 
He liked c:il'Q?en 
He was always 
fuU OÎ "pep.""*He would watch his master op- 
erate a linctype, thtn get up on a chair an4 
p^w th«' keyboard. 
He made several trips witk 
his master from St. Louis to Memphis, chan#* 
Ing at Monett. 
He would run ahead of his mas- 
ter in changing cars and would go up to the 
right train and coach each time and wait for 
his master.

F 
RANK frequently visited in St. Louis, wher« 
several prominent men knew him. 


Frank was known- In Joplin 
and 
Missouri 
among the children as "The Gold-Toothed Dog," 
as four of his front tusks were crowned with 
gold. 
This work was done by a Joplin dentist 
In 1911. Hicks first sat In the dentist's chair and 
held Frank, while the Impressions were taken. 
The "buzzer," or drill, at first frightened the 
dog, but when Hicks had the dentist apply the 
drill to his teeth and Frank saw it didn't hurt, 
he gained confidence and submitted to the drill- 
ing. 


For two years Frank's photo appeared In the 
Joplin Times, with a heading, "What 
Frank 
Says," 
the 
column 
containing 
timely 
topics, 
and for a time this little dog was famous. 


Hicks refused several offers of over $1000 for 
this dog. 
Several persons wanted him^ some as 
a watch dog, others as a companion for chil- 
dren, and others for a performing dog In cir- 
cuses, as this dog rode horses, goats and beats 
gracefully.

Its inmates spend 90 
per cent, of their day seated cross-legged 
upon the floor. This cramps and retards 
development of the lower extremeties. 


"To correct this defect scientists now 
insist that chairs 
be 
generally, used. 
And social 
custom, 
which 
formerly 
would have held it an insult to seat a 
visitor any place except on the floor, 
is rapidIjf being revised. 


"The Mikado's anatomists have every 
confidence 
that 
the 
introduction of 
chairs/ permitting the short, bandied 
legs to swing free and stretch of their 
own weight, wiU increase- Japanese sta- 
ture several inches within the' next two 
generations."

Summed up briefly, what Allen county democracy got at the 


Election on Tuesday was one tremendous drubbing. There can be no 
gainsaying that. "With the single exception of County Treasurer Wil- 
liam F. Banke, the democratic county nominees went down in defeat 


BO overwhelmingly that there is occas'on for neither argument nor 
explanation. Aualysis of the causes which brought it about and de- 
ductions from the figures that tell the towering story of republican 
victory in Allen county might be interesting enough, but their value 
would be questionable. It was simply a licking—a sound one, and 
>vell nigh complete. 


Some mighty good men went down in the landslide, too—which is 


usually the case. Political fortune is at best fickle and uncertain, and 
that fact was never more clearly emphasized than in this instance in 
which the engulfmcnt was not only more complete than the most 
floubting democrat had believed possible, and the victory more gigan- 
tic than that for which the most optimistic republican had dared to 
hope. It is revealing no state secret to say that democratic county lead- 
ers recognized that defections existed in Allen county; that conditions 
for which, they were in no wise responsible were contributing to 
the gathering of a cioud which presaged something of a storm. But 
they were looking for nothing like either a hurricane or a deluge. 
\\Vhat actually arrived was a plenty of both. 


Yet we think Allen comity democracy, with the long string of vic- 


tories with which it has been favored in th'e past, will be sane enough 
and philosophical enough to accept the result without bitterness and 
without acrimony. So long a good winner it should be no less a 
good loser when the tide of political fortune turns against it. The 
outcome of Tuesday's election does not mean that Allen county has 
leased to be democratic. No such terrific reversal of form can be 
permanent. It was the product of a temporary situation, and po- 
litical equilibrium is certain to again be restored. "We trust those who 
may be disposed to take too seriously to heart the fate that has for 
the moment befallen Allen county democracy will hunt up and look 
long and steadily at a placard once much in vogue and still to be seen 
'occasionally. It reads: '' Smile, durn ye! smile!''

Artful German Escapes Fet 


by Changing Character 


of Business. 


Frankford-On-the-Main, Germaiijf, .pot " 


AflSocllltrf 
Press)— Beating tlie govenunentvout of 
taxes by the more or less simple pro- 
cess of changing the character of. ona'l 
business— from a limited liamlity cor- 
poration' to a partnership and back again 
as tax day approaches — is the latest 
vrinkle in tax dodging. 


One firm in JIuehlheim-on-the-Main. 


he owner of which is a resident ol 
"rankfort, has pursued the plan so 
cessfully that he is alleged 
to 


cheated tlie government legally .out .of 
jetwccn two and three million marta 
since the beginning of the war. 


To prevent him frbm further evading 4| 


taxes the mayor of Muchlheim has pe- 
titioned the Hessian legislature to enact 
some emergency legislation which shall 
prevent him from again altering' |.h9 
character of his business and escaping 
once more with his war proBts intact. . 


The man in question owns a plant 


that originally made steel screws, and 
that with the beginning of the war wan 
commissioned by the government to re- 
>air broken parts of pins and cannon. 
At the end of June, 1915, the firm, then 
a corporation, had made a net profit of 
;hree and a half million marks. 


On the basis of these profits, the firm 


was assessed for a total of- 337,000 
marks on its prospective business be- , 
twcen April 1, and March 31. 1917. To 
evade this payment, the proprietor liqui- 
dated his business, had himself appoint- 
ed as receiver— and blossomed out (is » 
partnership. 
By the time the authori- 


ties discovered this, and also found that 
the old firm against which prospective 
taxes had been assessed was no longer 
existent, the profits bad increased, 'it 
5 estimated, to something like eight 'ot 
ten million marks. Now there is in pros- 
pect the possibility that the partnership 
will be dissolved in a timely way so 
that again there will be no firm to levy
